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The Question of a Referendum. 


A question of much interest hi'some of the states is that of 


a-referendum on the adoption of the prohibition amendment 
io the federal-constitution. The.;law--doe.s not call for such a 
referendum; and if taken it would'have.no legal binding force. 
It would simply serve to, show the legislature the desire of the 
people of (he state and thus be a guide to legislators anxious to 
correctly represent public sentiment. The New York Legisla- 
ture has decided to have a referendum, and the question is 
under'agitation 'in Massachusetts. Undoubledly the question 
will be raised in oilier states where public sentiment on this 
subject of prohibition is not sufficiently pronounced to make a 
referendum superfluous.

There are plenty of arguments for and against such a refer-i 


endum, which is not called for in the method prescribed for 
amending the. constitution. The states vote as states through 
their legislatures and the vote of one slate counts for as much 
as that of another, regardless of population. In other words, 
(lie vote of Idaho on this question is worth as much as that of 
New York. To some.'this may not seem right, but it is the 
manner prescribed by.the constitution. 


Those who are advocating ihe referendum claim that in 


strict fairness the voice of the people in states1 where the.senli- 
ment of (he-people on Ihe question of prohibition is not per- 
fectly-clear should be heard as a guide to those .who cast the 
deciding voles. As before stated, that is the only, purpose a 
referendum could serve. 


On the other side it is fell.lhal this would .lead,to campaign- 


ing and the "working up" of sentiment for and against-the 
adoption of the amendment, and that it will be better to pro- 
ceed in the manner prescribed by the constitution. Legisla- 
tures as a rule will undoubtedly be able to gauge public opin- 
ion on the subject with a reasonable degree of accuracy. They 
are pretty good at that sort of thing, though they do not always 
hit it right. 
• 


The. question of national prohibition by constitutional 


amendmenl is one of vast import, and many regret that it has 
come to the front at a time when the country is so unsettled by 
the war.that there is danger that it may nol receive the calm 
and studied consideration that it deserves. 
• That il should be studied, carefully'from every angle is cer- 
tain. 
It is the most sweeping, attempt to govern Ihe morals 


and-habits of the people by law that was ever made, and if .the 
step is once taken it will be difficult-lo retrace il, however un- 
satisfactory il might proved The constitution wisely provides 
ample time for (he consideration of proposed changes, and in 
view of the distractions of war it would tie well lo lake time 
for such deliberation as Ihe subject rightfully demands. 
This 


course would seem to be more important than quibbling over 
the question of a referendum.
